Fathers. 
McCormack 
came here

accompany Walsh home, probably 
via Home for an audience with the 
Pope. 
Calling Walsh “truly a hero” to all 
Christians, McCormack said in a 
statement, 
I t it id him to be in good 
health considering his age and what 
he had been through. 1 have also 
found him to be tired and weak but 
very willing to talk to me about his 
experiences since 1948, 
"His memory is surprisingly keen

1 lound no bitterness in him and that 
he is surprisingly gentle and kind 
towards the people who imprisoned 
him even though he feels that the 
severity of the sentence was entirely 
unjustified." 
McCormack said Bishop Walsh 
told him he never expected to get 
out of prison and thought he would 
die in the jail. Walsh was released 
by the Communist Chinese govern­ 
ment and walked through the border 
into Hong Kong last Friday. 
McCormack said it was the first 
time he had talked with Walsh m 23 
years.

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No Player Forgets 
1st All-Star Game 


By TOM 5EAVER 
NEW YORK—(NEA)—For a baseball player, playing in 
the All-Star Game for the first time is an experience that 
can never be duplicated. No matter what happens in future 
«iames—or for the rest of a player's career—the very tirst 
All Star Game will always hold a special place of honor. 
My first game was in 1967 in Anaheim. Calif. It was my 
rookie season with the New York Mets and. when I was 
selected to the pitching staff b> Manager Walter Alston. 1 
had all of three months’ experience in the major leagues. 
I was the only player from the Mets selected that year 
and, when I was flying out to California. I thought to 
myself, ‘This is a flight to Dreamland.’ 
i was awed by it all. But if anything surpiised me about 
ihe game itself, it was the enthusiasm of the older players 
who had played in All-Star Games before. A lot of people 
think the veterans are just going through the motions dur­ 
ing All-Star Games, putting their time in, so to speak, be­ 
cause they have to. Nothing can be farther from the truth. 
In Anaheim that year, I remember I was so excited and 
anxious that I got to the stadium four-and-a-half hours be­ 
fore game time. When I arrived, I figured I was going to 
be the first one there. But when 1 walked into the club­ 
house, there was Ernie Banks, already dressed in his Cub 
uniform, and I couldn’t help but be impressed. Here was 
a perennial All-Star and his enthusiasm hadn’t waned a bit. 
I also remember that Curt Flood was already there, too, 
and when I walked in, he looked up and did a double take. 
He said to me, “Who are you?” And I said, “Tom Seaver, 
Curt, glad to meet you.” And he said. “I thought you were 
he batboy. you look so damn young.” We both laughed 
about that, then he said to me. “ I don’t want to see you 
hanging around the beer cooler after the game,” and we 
laughed some more. 
I got there early, too, because I didn’t want to miss a 
single thing. You never know how many All-Star games 
you’re going to be playing in, so I wanted to make the 
most of it. I wondered about protocol that day, whether 
the young players automatically introduced themselves to 
the older ones, or vice versa. But I quickly discovered 
there is no protocol—everyone is accepted for what they 
are, All-Stars. The atmosphere is light and jovial, almost 
—but not quite—festive. 
Another thing that happened to me that day involved 
Jimmy Piersall, a former All-Star from the other league. 
1 was sitting in front of my locker, soaking in the conver- 
rations all around me, when Piersall came over to me. 
stuck out his hand, and said, “Hello, Tom, I’m Jimmy 
Piersall and I want to congratulate you for making the 
All-Star team.’’ I didn’t know if Piersall had ever seen me 
play, but his friendliness impressed me. It made me feel 
at home, like I belonged there. 
Before an All-Star Game, there is a lot of good-natured 
ribbing, too. That day my locker was right next to Henry 
Aaron’s, and Henry had always been my idol. I remember 
him saying to me, “Hey, Tom, when you gonna throw me 
a fast ball, so I can hit a home run off you?” I didn’t know 
quite how to answer him. so I just smiled and nodded. 
Willie Mays is another one who is the master at in­ 
serting the needle. I remember him saying to me, “Hey, 
Seaver. I’m an old man now. Lay off that hard stuff, will 
ya. and start throwing me change-ups.” In All-Star locker 
rooms. Willie always holds court and he has a story or 
a needle for everyone. One of his favorite subjects is'Leo 
Durocher, and when the Cub players, especially, gather 
around him, he gives them all an earful. 
Sitting in the bullpen that day was, to me, like living a 
dream. But in the 15th inning, I got the call to come into 
the game and as I walked towards the pitching mound, 
all the awe left me. When I got there and threw a few 
warmup pitches, things came back into focus. I knew who 
I was, and what I was doing there, and for the first time 
that entire day, I felt comfortable. 
My fourth All-Star Game is coming up July 14 in Cin­ 
cinnati and, like all the players, I see it as a verv special 
experience. I know a lot has been said and written about 
All-Star players lacking motivation, but I haven’t seen an 
All-Star playei yet who didn t want to be on the winning 
side in this game. If nothing else, egos are on the line 
and egos are not to be taken lightly. 
A big day in the All-Star game does a lot more for a 
player’s ego than a three-day vacation in the middle of 
the season.

Gilbert President Reports on 
Youth's Own Views on Drugs 


EDITORS 


This week’s report from the Gilbert Youth Research 
organization, which regularly gives results of polls of 
3.000 young people across America, is a personal com­ 
ment from Gilbert’s president, George Mihaly, on a 
topic of much discussion and analysis today. Perhaps 
your staff member who handles radio news may also 
find it of interest and worthy ot comment.

What do 800 young people, most 13 to 20 years old, sav 
about drugs? 
Just this: 


• Peer pressure—the influence of their equals—is a 
predominant factor in beginning to experiment with drugs. 


• Graduation from one drug to another is most often a 
group effort, but when the group has "moved up’’ to heroin, 
it begins to disintegrate and users shoot the drug alone 
and support their habits alone. 


• Few of the youth who have discontinued drug usage 
claim to have sought professional help from drug rehabil­ 
itation centers or psychiatrists. 


• Most drug users take drugs for kicks or to be con­ 
sidered "in.” not to escape problems at home or at school. 


• Marijuana is generally the first drug experimented 
with, and although most youngsters do not feel they will 
progress from marijuana to other drugs, most admit that 
the "high” from smoking pot tends to lessen after consider­ 
able use and necessitates smoking more pot or going on to 
another form of drug. 
These and other attitudes toward drugs came from more 
than 800 recorded, anonymous telephone conversations that 


have followed an invitation from a popular disc jockey, 
Cousin Brucie of WABC Radio in New York City. 
Cousin Brucie’s show is youth oriented. Figuring young 
people who have taken drugs would respond best to the 
views of other young persons, he invited them to call Gil­ 
bert Youth Research. 
Trained interviewers answer the telephone. Their con­ 
versations wdth the callers are recorded and excerpts are 
played back on the radio at intervals during the day. 
Although New York City’s youth are exposed to some 
conditions which do not prevail in smaller cities in other 
parts of the nation, I have reason to believe the above 
points are fairly typical of the drug usage situation through­ 
out the nation. 
One point I firmly would like to make is that this kind 
of effort by a local radio station is going to be extremely 
helpful in combating the problem. It appears that young 
people will listen to each other much more than they will 
to anyone else. 
Even though this effort has been in effect for only a short 
period, we have received calls from several young men 
and women stating that excerpts from the “ Drug Scene” 
discouraged them from experimenting with drugs. 
A few additional comments on some of the major points 
I made at the start of this article should be made. 
Many of the young people who called in admitted that 
they tried drugs so that thev would not be considered 
“chicken.” Some said they started on drugs because of a 
lack of anything else to do. and some consider pot-smoking 
or pill-popping no worse than their parents’ having a Mar­ 
tini or two before dinner. 
Few find drugs hard to- obtain, either at school or in 
their neighborhoods. 
Those who have stopped using drugs often cite a bad 
experience they or a close friend have had, or they stopped 
because family or friends encouraged them to get off the 
habit.

Earl Foos, Chairman of the Cleveland 
Oldsmobile Dealer Association, says, “ After 
investigating all media, we decided our 
money would be best put in the newspaper. We 
felt we’d reach more people with fewer 
dollars.’’ Ken Brown, President of the Detroit 
Plymouth Advertising Association, puts it 
this way, “ Newspaper ads have given us the 
answer that we need.”

Idealism 


The te rm s one hears and reads m ost oiten 
in 
descriptions 
of 
P resident 
Nixon 
are 
“ p ra ctical,” 
“ p ra g m a tic ” and “ political.” Rarely is “ idealistic” 
used when this unglam orous m an is discussed. 
But som e re m a rk s he m ade to 14.000 Jay cees at their 
St. Louis convention indicate that idealism, while not 
predom inant, is nevertheless a p art ol his make-up. 
Nixon dwelled first on the them e ot “ what is good for 
A m erica.” 
recognizing 
that 
Jay cees 
are 
active- 
busnessm an types who do not generally em phasize the 
negative 
aspects of 
our society. 
So he 
struck 
a 
responsive chord with his audience and it gave him som e 
of the w a rm est applause he has received since becoming 
President. 
Nixon then took considerable speaking tim e on three 
a re a s of concern to his adm inistration: race relations, 
crim e and respect for law. and the generation gap 
R egarding race relations, the P resident com m ented: 
“ Here governm ent can pass laws. G overnm ent can 
enforce laws. But as governm ent passes the law. there 
needs to be added an extra elem ent that can com e only 
from the hearts and m inds of the people of the United 
States of A m erica, bt‘cause there is one thing that 
governm ent cannot provide: the healing power of m utual 
respect for the individual dignity of every person in this 
country.” 
Some of the P resid en t's critics feel that he has moved 
black and white A m ericans farth er apart since he took 
office. 
But in St. Louis, he urged the predom inantly white 
Jay cees to ‘go back to your com m unities, and ra th e r 
than have A m erica torn apart, let's bring A m ericans 
together.” 
Regarding crim e and public order, Nixon said that the 
missing ingredient today is respect for the law. not the 


law s them selves nor the enforcem ent ot them . And he 
ad d e d : 
“ If we ask people to respect the laws, we m ust haves 
law s (which deserve respect and those who enforce the 
laws (m ust be those» who deserve respect. That m eans 
that in every com m unity in this nation — and it is 
prim arily a 
local problem ra th e r than a national 
problem — we need to provide those p ro g ram s and the 
enforcem ent and the personnel that will deserve the 
re sp e c t.” 
Finally, the P resident tirst charged the Ja y c e e s (all 
under 35 1 with the responsibility to do all they can not to 
m ake the generation gap bigger and “ not to set up a 
hostile confrontation, but to give to young people the 
understanding of our system that they need.” And in a 
final exhortation that m ight seem surprising because 
Nixon has at tim es appeared to be insensitive to som e of 
the younger generation s dissatisfaction with foreign and 
dom estic policies, he added: 


“ But let m e leave you with one fundam ental truth, and 
I believe this deeply, and unless we understand this we 
will tail to bridge th ^ generation gap: Young A m ericans 
totjay, 
particularly those in college and high school 
years, are not going to be satisfied sim ply by the absence 
of w ar and having good jobs. Young A m ericans think in 
idealistic and spiritual term s, and that is to their c r e d i t . 
. . Let us tell young A m ericans, all A m ericans, that we 
should love A m erica But let us not love her because she 
is rich and not because she is strong, but because

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Pearson shows the way 


OTTAWA, CANADA - The role of 
Canada in world affairs is far out of 
proportion to population, 21 million, 
or for that m a tte r to wealth. In the 
postw ar years, light and leading, 
have com e again and again from 


Canadians. 
One reason is the 
exceptional 
ability 
of 
the 
m en 
who 
ca m e to the fore in 
the 
direction 
of 
C a n a d a 's 
foreign 
policy. 
Over 
the 
y e a r s 
in 
t h e 
D iplom atic service, 
later as m inister 
of external affairs and then 
as prim e m inister, L ester P earson 
helped 
to 
develop 
a 
corps 
of 
outstanding public servants. Now 
retired from active political life, 
Pearson is devoting him slef to a 
cause that is frayed around the 
edges and for m any has the look of a 
lost cause. 


The widening gap between the 
rich, 
developed nations and 
the 
poor, underdeveloped nations points 
up the growing doubt about the 
whole concept of “ foreign a id .” 
Pearson 
has 
been 
crusading 
to 
rev erse this trend and to find ways 
to put new life into w hat w as once a 
powerful cu rren t enlisting broad 
support from both developed and 
developing peoples. 
It is a sad fact that today the very 
phrase “ foreign a id ” is weighted 
with 
bureaucratic barnacles. The 
hopes and the inspiration of the 
early years sim ply a re not there. 
Aid has been, m ore often than not. 
too little and too late. Ambitious 
p o litic a n s 
in 
th e 
d e v e lo p in g 
countries have channeled aid into 
showy 
projects 
that 
failed 
to 
advance living standards. 
In the report of the Com mission 
on 
In te rn a tio n a l 
D ev elo p m en t, 
nam ed by R obert S. M cN am ara, 
president of the world bank, with 
P earson as chairm an, this criticism 
is forcibly expressed. 


“ It 
is 
not 
only 
am ong 
the 
developed countries that the clim ate 
has d e te rio rated ,” the report stated 
“ On the developing side, there a re 
signs of frustration and im patience. 
In m uch of the developing world 
there is a sense of disillusion about 
the 
very 
nature 
of 
the 
aid 
relationship . . . on all sides we 
sense a w eariness and search for 
new directions.” 
The 
co m m issio n 
found 
th at 
u n e m p l o y m e n t 
a n d 
underem ploym ent 
have 
reached 
c r itic a l 
p ro p o rtio n s 
in 
m an y 
developing 
countries 
and 
will 
probably grow worse in the 1970s. 
Out of 100 children entering p rim ary 
school in developing countries, only 
30 finish, and those who graduate 
from this or from higher levels of 
schooling frequently fail to find the 
em ploym ent 
they 
expect. 
This, 
needless to add, is a prescription for 
violence and revolution. 
Arm ed with the findings of his 
report — the developed nations m ust 
supply not less than 1 per cent of 
their annual productive wealth to 
the developing nations — Pearson is 
speaking 
to 
governm ents 
and 
opinion - forming groups around the 
world. 
At 
the 
sam e 
time, 
the 
Canadian governm ent 
headed 
by 
P e a r s o n ’s 
s u c c e s s o r , 
P i e r r e 
Trudeau, is striving to m eet the 1 
per cent goal. 
What with the upward clim b of the 
gross national product each year 
and the difficulties of budgeting, it 
has been far from easy. In 1968 the 
aid appropriation was just under 
one-half of 1 per cent. But in a

For the fiscal year 1970 - 71. the 
allocation is $364 million, and this is 
to be increased the following year 
by $60 million. 
This is 
a lot better, proportion­ 
ately 
speaking,

the United 
States in doing. G overnm ent aid to 
developing countries in the calendar 
y ea r 1969 was $3.16 billion, which 
was .33 per cent of the U.S. gross 
national product. It fell to $3 billion 
even, which was .32 per cent. The 
foreign aid appropriation approved 
by 
the 
Congress 
in 
Washington 
recently w as the lowest ever, and 
the prospect is for a continuing drop 
as dem ands on the hom e front cut 
deeper. 
Flie faults of the present system of 
aid. both national and international 
are 
clearly 
understood 
by 
the 
re m a rk ab le m an. M aurice Strong, 
head of the Canadian International 
Development Agency. He believes 
the aid business is o v erb u re a u c ra ­ 
tized 
He would strip aw ay the 


b u re a u c ra c ie s 
and 
m ak e 
the 
developm ent 
effort 
far 
m ore 
a 
grass-roots, shirt-sleeves operation. 
A self-made m illionaire without a 
college degree, Strong at the age of 
40 gave up private business to head 
C anada’s developm ent agency. A 
passionate believer in the work he is 
doing. Strong is nevertheless a stern 
realist. 
“ C i v i l i z a t i o n s 
h a v e 
b e e n 
m eanaced before,” he said in a 
recent interview ," but this is the 
lirst tim e that the en tire world has 
been threatened 
right now we 
face the real test of m an — w hether 
he has the wisdom to plan for his 
own survival.” 
In m any w ays this country, living 
under the shadow ot the giant to the 
south, is pioneering in relations with 
other nations But, above all. in the 
furstrating business ol aid, Canada 
is showing the way.
